Minister of Tourism and concerns meet

ORANJESTAD - Last Fri¬ 
day Aruba’s minister of 
tourism, Otmar Oduber met 
with representatives of Fitch. 
The minister considered it ap¬ 
propriate to be present at the 
meeting in view of the impor¬ 
tance that the Fitch Rating has 
for Aruba. Oduber explained 
that the Fitch Rating is espe¬ 
cially important relative to the 
crisis in the world and espe¬ 


cially in the US, as this has an 
influence on our tourism. 

In addition to the office of 
the Minister of Tourism, the 
Aruba Airport Authority and 
the Aruba Tourism Authority 
were also in attendance. They 
presented their expectations 
for this year, which happens to 
be rather impressive consider¬ 
ing the 3% growth increase al¬ 
ready noted. Currently that 


figure has been doubled show¬ 
ing an increase of 6.2% of 
tourist arrivals. 

There was some concern 
about the loss of airline seats 
when several airlines in the re¬ 
gion reduced the number of 
carriers. By the end of last year 
and into the first part of this 
year we experienced a drop of 
5% as a result.

Prime Minister Mike Eman, 
Minister of Infrastructure, In¬ 
tegration and Environment, 
Oslin (Benny) Sevinger and 
the three principal parties in¬ 
volved in the financing and 
restoration of Aruba’s Govern¬ 
ment House, with the addition 
of a new annex, official signed 
the contract to commence 
work yesterday morning. The 
first brick will be laid on 
Thursday, September 1, 2011. 

The first phase of this par¬ 
ticular project will include a 
small building adjacent to the 
parliament across from Fort 
Zoutman and the building 
which originally housed the 
Aruba Tourist Authority, di¬ 
rectly across from the main en¬ 
trance to Renaissance Resort. 


Fondo Desaroyo Aruba, FDA, 
will provide the funding. The 
plan includes restoration of 
other landmark buildings in the 
streets adjacent to Ministers’ 
offices, and closing some 
streets to make them a pedes¬ 
trian walk with a main plaza 
and attractive eateries. 

Joining Prime Minister 
Eman and Minister Sevinger 
for the signing were Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of Bonaire, 
Glenn Thode, a board member 
of FDA, Managing Director of 
Aruba Investment Bank, AIB, 
Frendsel Giel, which manages 
the funds, and Directeur of 
Albo Aruba N.V., Folkert G. 
van der Woude.

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Kadhafi era 'over' as rebels seize most of Tripoli

TRIPOLI (AFP) - Libya’s 
rebels Monday declared the 
"Kadhafi era" over after taking 
control of most of Tripoli as 
US President Barack Obama 
called for "an inclusive transi¬ 
tion" in the war-tom country. 

Obama pressed Libya’s vet¬ 
eran strongman Moamer Kad¬ 
hafi, who has refused to 
surrender, to "explicitly" give 
up power and warned exuber¬ 
ant rebels that their struggles 
were "not over yet." 

Looking beyond Kadhafi’s 
iron-fisted reign, he vowed 
that Washington will be "a 
friend and a partner" and urged 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
security aid and even officials 
may have been linked to illegal 
actions by the Colombian gov¬ 
ernment in the guise of fight- 
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"an inclusive transition that 
leads to a democratic Libya." 

"The situation is still very 
fluid. There remains a degree 
of uncertainty, and there are 
still regime elements who pose 
a threat," Obama warned in a 
hastily arranged public appear¬ 
ance on as he vacationed at 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

The White House, mean¬ 
while, said it had "no evi¬ 
dence" that Kadhafi had left 
Tripoli. "That is the best infor¬ 
mation that we have," 
spokesman Josh Earnest told 
reporters. "There’s no evidence 
to indicate that he’s left."

US money, equipment and

World leaders hailed 
the rebels’ dramatic 
rout on Sunday of loy¬ 
alist forces in Tripoli, 
as Libyans around the 
world celebrated his 
imminent downfall. 

"The Kadhafi era is 
over," rebel chief 
Mustafa Abdel Jalil 
told a news conference 
in Benghazi, eastern 
Libya. 

But Abdel Jalil also 
warned that he could 
quit as head of the rebel 
National Transitional 
Council (NTC) if he 
loses control of the rev¬ 
olution, amid possible 
revenge acts by insur¬ 
gents. 

Abdel Jalil said he hoped 
Kadhafi, who faces an arrest 
warrant issued by the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court for al¬ 
leged crimes against huma¬ 
nity, would be "captured alive 
so that he will be given a fair 
trial." 

He thanked NATO for its 
military support, while cau¬ 
tioning that "the real moment 
of victory is when Kadhafi is 
captured" and acknowledged 
the whole of Tripoli was not 
under rebel control. 

In another military setback 
for Kadhafi, his forces quit the 
frontlines of the eastern oil

SANTO DOMINGO (AFP) - 
Hurricane Irene barreled to¬ 
ward Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic yesterday, after forc¬ 
ing Oscar-winning actress 
Kate Winslet and Richard 
Branson’s relatives to flee the 
British tycoon’s Caribbean is¬ 
land home. 

Winslet carried Branson’s 
90-year-old mother Eve out of 
The Great House on Necker Is¬ 
land, a territory in the British 
Virgin Islands that the entre¬ 
preneur bought in the early 
1980s, as a blaze sparked by 
lightning took hold in the early 
morning hours. 

"She swept her up into her 
arms and got them out of the 
house as fast as possible," 
Branson, who heads the Virgin 
Group conglomerate, told 
Britain’s ITV News. 

The actress said, according 
to Branson, "it’s like being in a 
film set where you’re waiting 
for the words ’cut’ but they just 
don’t come." All escaped un¬ 
harmed.

Hundreds of jubilant 
Libyans meanwhile converged 
on their embassies and con¬ 
sulates in Europe and else¬ 
where to raise the rebel flag 
and tear down the symbols of 
Kadhafi’s 42-year rule.

Irene was expected to 
strengthen further as it moves 
west-northwest at around 21 
kilometers (13 miles) an hour, 
according to the NHC.

Laying out search parameter 


One week after an island 
judge granted that “person of 
interest” in the disappearance 
of Maryland woman, Robyn 
Gardener, Gary Giordano, re¬ 
main in police custody for an 
additional 16 days, a team 
consisting of Police Academy 
students and instructors, 
joined by Red Cross special¬ 
ist began a systematic search 
of areas adjacent to Baby 
Beach. 

A search team of approxi¬ 
mately 40 stretched out over 
the scrub-laden shoreline be¬ 
ginning at Seroe Colorado, in 
the former Lago Colony, and 
examined the area along the 
northeastern shore as far as 
the Vader Piet Windmill 


Farm, beginning at 8:00 AM 
yesterday morning. It was 
hard going over the land¬ 
scape from the colony road to 


the shoreline consisting al¬ 
most entirely of hard, sharp 
coral rock. 

Because of storm 
condition further north in the 
Caribbean, Aruba’s usual 
cooling breezes were absent 
and searchers walked the area 
in grueling heat reaching 
temperatures of nearly 40 de¬ 
grees Celsius, (104 Fahren¬ 
heit) Searchers are looking 
for any signs that Robyn 
Gardner was not lost at sea 
while snorkeling on August 
2, as Giordino claims, or any 
evidence which may assist in 
making a case to remand him 
over for trial, or at least con¬ 
tinue his incarceration while 
the police investigate further.

show due cause when he 
comes up before the judge 
again at the end of the 16 
days.

However, at the moment we 
are back to where we were last 
year. Aruba was able to present 
to the Fitch group confirmation 
from both North and South 
American airlines the number 
of additional seats; putting us 
in a very competitive position. 
Hence, the outlook for the end 
of this year as well as for 2012 
looks extremely good, accor¬ 
ding to Otmar Oduber. 

The Minister explained that 
the Fitch group measures the 
management of the country. 
They will meet with various 
ministers and institutions on 
the island to ascertain what the 
prognosis is of the financial 
situation of Aruba. 

The Fitch Rating is espe¬ 
cially important when, for ex¬ 
ample, you want to make an 
external loan such as the go¬ 
vernment does from time to 
time. This rating helps to deter¬ 
mine what type of loan interest 
you can get. It is also impor¬ 
tant with respect to the confi¬ 
dence it creates in those 
wanting to invest in Aruba. 

The government is con¬ 
vinced that the positive 
tourism figures, the invest¬ 
ments being made by the gov¬ 
ernment, the economic growth 
of about 10% for 2011 all to¬ 
gether will certainly reflect the 
major advances we have made 
and these will be considered by 
Fitch in their evaluation.

Census Bureau on its way to 
modernization 



ORANJESTAD - The govern¬ 
ment is intent on making the 
Aruba Census Bureau a mod¬ 
ern and much more profes¬ 
sional institution. Not only 
should there be change in the 
way employees work, but also 
in the culture and mentality of 
everyone in this Bureau. The 
final goal is to have a truly pro¬ 
fessional Census Bureau, ac¬ 
cording to the government. 

Last week the first step to¬ 
ward change in the way that 
clients are attended by the Cen¬ 
sus people. Minister Dowers, 
standing in for an ill Prime 
Minister, explained to the Cen¬ 
sus employees how that per¬ 
ception is an important aspect, 
although reality might be dif¬ 
ferent. 

The government is con¬ 
vinced that at the end of the 
changes they will be making, 
the perception that the public 
has of the Census Bureau will 
be different when they experi¬ 
ence for themselves all the 
changes that will have been 
made. To illustrate this point. 


the Minister showed the em¬ 
ployees a video of the now fa¬ 
mous Susan Boyle in the 
“Britain’s Got Talenf’ show. 
This humble housewife at the 
moment she walked unto the 
stage for the first time, she 
raised many eyebrows and the 
audience’ perception was rather 
negative to say the least. How¬ 
ever, that perception changed 
the moment she opened her 
mouth to sing. This, according 
to Arthur Dowers, is what the 
public in Aruba will experience 
the moment they walk into the 
changed Census Bureau. 

The Director of the Census 
Bureau, Sharline Luydens, ex¬ 
plained that the change will not 
be the product and the service 
alone, but especially the human 
aspect. They will be placing 
much emphasis on the human 
aspect of the functioning of the 
Bureau. Many lectures and 
other courses will be conducted 
towards this goal. 

Last week’s course was the 
first of such courses offered to 
employees with the objective 


of bringing about a change of 
culture and mentality in order 
to offer better service to the 
public. According to Sharline 
Luydens, that course was the 
“laying of the first stone.” The 
employees at first were rather 
nervous as this was something 
totally new for them. The reac¬ 
tion of the employees follow¬ 
ing the course was simply 
fantastic, they each expressed 
their satisfaction. 

The change process actually 
began in 2009 and went 
through some difficult times. 
There is the need for some se¬ 
rious infra-structural changes. 
The system of processing pass¬ 
ports has been changed and 
there are now three areas where 
customers can be served. They 
have implemented a separation 
in various job functions, which 
occasioned the need to employ 
additional workers to comply 
with legal procedures. The 
Census Bureau is a very impor¬ 
tant and sensitive data bank of 
information for the govern¬ 
ment. The information in this 
Bureau must be reliable and ac¬ 
curate. 

Sharline Luydens explained 
that there is still work to be 
done on repairing the infra¬ 
structure (ICT), they need more 
work space (new building), etc. 
A new building has been cho¬ 
sen. They will be relocated to 
the old DOW building. That 
building, however, has to be 
completely renovated and 
adapted to the needs of the 
Census Bureau. In the future, 
clients should be able to obtain 
documents, etc. online when 
the Bureau functions as a truly 
modem entity. 


Was there fraud - a penal 
investigation will 
determine this 


ORANJESTAD — In a recent 
court case, Carl Giel, former 
interim Director of the De¬ 
partment of Labor was de¬ 
clared guilty of administrative 
cormption and wrong doings 
in the execution of his duties 
as a high government official 
and consequently was fired 
from his post and from the 
civil corps. The Minister of 
Tourism and Labor in a state¬ 
ment declared that the Judge 
concurred with the govern¬ 
ment’s decision to fire Carl 
Giel. 

Mr. Giel, according to the 
Minister has made declara¬ 
tions following the court ver¬ 
dict that are totally unfoun¬ 
ded. It was proven in court 
that Giel committed serious 
fraudulent acts with respect to 
the requests for job permits. 
He was proven to have deli¬ 
berately changed permits that 
had been given a negative de¬ 
cision into positive decisions 
contrary to all the researched 
evidence for the negative deci¬ 
sion. This, according to the 
Minister of Labor is adminis¬ 
trative cormption and appears 
to be linked to fraud. 

Contrary to the declaration 
by Giel, who stated that the 
Judge dismissed 10 of the 12 
arguments for dismissal pre¬ 
sented by the government, the 
Judge based his decision on 
only 2 of the arguments. The 
Judge felt that just 2 of the ar¬ 
guments were sufficient cause 
for him to concur with the gov¬ 
ernment to fire Giel. Based on 
2 of the arguments, the conclu¬ 
sion was drawn that Giel com¬ 
mitted administrative cormp¬ 
tion and was not fit to continue 
as a government official. 

The reports concerning 
Giel’s conduct as a superior 
were prepared and written by 
his own colleagues at the de¬ 
partment which proved how he 
would change legal decisions 
from negative to positive. The 
Director of the Department of 
Labor has also submitted a 
legal complaint against Carl

Giel, because he is of the opi¬ 
nion that there should be an in¬ 
vestigation to ascertain 
whether there was money re¬ 
ceived for the favors granted 
by Giel, what type of fraud 
was committed and how far 
the fraud went for the changing 
of legal negative decisions to 
positive decisions for job per¬ 
mits. 

The Minister is convinced 
that only a legal investigation 
would be able to determine 
this. 

Contrary to Giel’s state¬ 
ments, Oduber emphatically 
refuted any notion that what 
transpired between the govern¬ 
ment and Giel is political per¬ 
secution. No such thing, said 
Oduber! What transpired ori¬ 
ginally which became the rea¬ 
son for an investigation was 
the numerous proofs of 
changed advice which was 
brought to the attention of the 
Department of Labor during 
2009. And, what’s more Giel 
himself had declared that the 
changes from negative to pos¬ 
itive were all effected with the 
knowledge of the former Min¬ 
ister of Labor. Hence, in 
essence he created his own 
downfall, and this had nothing 
to do with politics!

After repeated questioning, 
Mr. Giordano hired island 
lawyer Michael Lopez; when 
someone called from Amba 
Immigration reporting Mr. 
Giordano was attempting to 
leave the island earlier than 
planned and travel to an alter¬ 
nate destination, the police 
stopped him and placed him 
in custody. 

After 7 hours, nothing was 
reported found during yester¬ 


day morning’s search; Solic¬ 
itor General Taco Stein stated 
there were no immediate 
plans to continue searching. 
He commented that investi¬ 
gators will pursue other 
leads, including the informa¬ 
tion provided by a witness 
who say Gardner and Gior¬ 
dano together while on 
Aruba.

Fewer stars as universe runs low 
on gas: study

Locals must be more 
present In tsunami 
preparedness: experts 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Local communities should be 
more involved in outlining 
measures to prepare for and 
react to future tsunamis, ex¬ 
perts who have studied the 
March 11 disaster in Japan 
told a conference here Mon¬ 
day. 

"The local community de¬ 
sign in crucial" when it 
comes to responding to the 
consequences of tsunamis, 
Yoshiyuki Kawazoe, an in¬ 
dustrial science professor at 
Tokyo University, told a sem¬ 
inar at the World Water Week 
conference in Stockholm. 

On March 11 this year, as 
large swaths of northeastern 
Japan were being devastated 
by giant earthquakes and 


tsunamis, the village of 
Yoshihama was spared, suf¬ 
fering not a single death, 
largely thanks to local urban 
planning, he said. 

In Yoshihama, "the resi¬ 
dence areas were built out¬ 
side of flooding areas. The 
local land use planning made 
it so that no one was living 
behind the tide embank¬ 
ment," Kawazoe explained, 
pointing out that people there 
had decided "they could ac¬ 
cept damages to the rice 
fields but not to the residence 
areas". 

Lessons should be learned 
from Yoshiyuki, he said, in¬ 
sisting "we need to rethink 
engineering after this specific 
disaster". 

It should be "up to the 
local communities to decide 
how big future tide embank¬ 
ments have to be built," he 
said, pointing out that "the 
higher an embankment is the 
more expensive it is", so it 
should be "a question for the 
community to decide". 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
scientists gazing billions of 
years back in time with pow¬ 
erful radio telescopes on 
Monday warned that the uni¬ 
verse's lights — the stars — 
were quite literally running 
out of gas. 

Robert Braun, astronomy 
and space chief at Australia's 
government science agency 
CSIRO, said about one-third 
of the molecular gas vital for 
the formation of new stars 
had been used up and the 
skies were slowly dimming. 

Braun's team mapped the 
light densities of galaxies 
about five billion light years 
from Earth and compared 
them with today's "local uni¬ 
verse" to see how much gas 
they contained and rates at 
which new stars were bom. 

"We've seen a decline in 
the amount of stars being 
formed by more than a factor 
of 10, probably closer to 20 
or even 30," said Braun of his 
research, due to be published 
in the Monthly Notices of the 
Royal Astronomical Society. 


"It turns out that these 
galaxies actually had 10 
times more gas with which to 
form the stars than they do 
today. We just aren't seeing as 
much gas fall in to form the 
new stars," he told AFP. 

The key to the dwindling 
number of stars was a shift in 
the universe's dominant 
forces about eight billion 
years ago — the reasons for 
which remain a mystery — 
which saw gravity overtaken 
by dark energy. 

Essentially gravity's oppo¬ 
site, the repulsive force has 
seen the universe expand at 
exponential speeds in the past 
few billion years, pushing 
galaxies further from the "in- 
tergalactic medium" where 
they can refuel on gas. 

"Gravity attracts but this 
dark energy, it seems, is a re¬ 
pulsive force so that things 
are flying apart at an ever-in¬ 
creasing rate," Braun told 
AFP. 

"The gas that was once 
within reach can no longer be 
pulled in and as such the star 


formation rate is declining 
rapidly and will continue to 
decline into the future." 

A typical galaxy's star¬ 
making gas supplies last just 
1-2 billion years. 

The growing darkness was 
so incremental Braun said it 
would be impossible to no¬ 
tice in a human lifetime, but 
were someone to live for one 
billion years they would "see 
things changing very dramat¬ 
ically" in the skies above. 

Without a reversal in the 
universe's dark energy-fu¬ 
elled expansion — the likeli¬ 
hood of which remains a 
great scientific puzzle — 
Earth's inhabitants would 
very slowly but surely inch 
toward nights of deep dark¬ 
ness, he added. 

The gas mapping work 
was started by French as¬ 
tronomer Francoise Combes 
some years ago at the Institut 
de Radioastronomie Mil- 
limetrique (IRAM), and 
Braun said Combes — now at 
the Observatoire de Paris — 
collaborated on his study.

Common cause seen in all 
forms of Lou Gehrig disease 



PARIS (AFP) - A break¬ 
down in a recycling mecha¬ 
nism in cells in the brain and 
spinal cord has been pin¬ 
pointed as the common 
cause of all forms of amy¬ 
otrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), the tragic neurogen- 
erative disorder known as 
Lou Gehrig's disease. 

The problem lies in a sys¬ 
tem that recycles the build¬ 
ing blocks of proteins inside 
neurons, according to the 
discovery, reported in the 
journal Nature on Sunday.

Award-winning University 
of Windsor prof Byron 
Rourke dies 

As a member of the International Neuropsychological Asso¬ 
ciation (INS) and colleague of Professor Dr. Byron Rourke, 
I am deeply saddened by Professor dr. Rourke's passing 
away. I have valued him a lot for his Intellect, sense of 
humor, being the father of the Child Neuropsychology and 
last but not least for him being straightforward and concise. 
A golden heart stopped beating. Hardworking hands at rest, 
God broke our hearts to prove to us that He only takes the 
best! 



On behalf of the Neuropsychological Ambulatory Aruba 
(NAA) I hereby express our deepest condolences to Carolyn, 
Phil, Sean, Damon and Bernie and also to our colleagues of 
the INS especially Prof, dr. Harry van der Vlugt. 

As follows this is what the INS has to say about Professor 
Dr, Byron Rourke: 

Professor Byron P. Rourke founded one of the first child neu¬ 
ropsychology assessment laboratories in North America and 
was responsible for the creation and development of a doc¬ 
toral training program in clinical neuropsychology at the 
University of Windsor that has produced a large cadre of su¬ 
perb scientist-practitioners who range all across Canada and 
the United States. He contributed scientifically in describing 
the behavioral and socio-emotional context of learning dis¬ 
orders, and he was singularly responsible for the evidence- 
based, breakthrough development of the concept of 
non-verbal learning disabilities (NLD). 

His contributions are important across the life-span as 
well as seen, for example, in his studies of brain-injured in¬ 
dividuals and investigations regarding the onset of abnormal 
aging. He lectured widely around the world in his 40 year 
career as a Professor, and he was appointed University Pro¬ 
fessor by the University of Windsor in recognition of his em¬ 
bodiment of academic ideals. 

Byron was presented the INS Distinguished Career Award 
for outstanding contributions to the science of neuropsychol¬ 
ogy, his achievements in clinical practice, and for his edu¬ 
cational leadership. In addition, his service to INS on the 
Governing Board and as its President marked the introduc¬ 
tion of program innovations that are foundational in INS 
meetings today. He also was an early member of INS and 
constant proponent of the meaningful development of the 
INS “International” agenda. He was passionate about the 
preservation of the interdisciplinary nature of the Society, 
and equally devoted to the important role the INS should 
play in the development of young careers in neuropsycho¬ 
logical science and practice. 

Recognized as a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada, 
he was the recipient of numerous honours for scientific con¬ 
tributions from national organizations, including the Donald 
O. Hebb Award for Distinguished Contributions to Psychol¬ 
ogy as a Science by the Canadian Psychological Association. 
He was appointed a Member of the Order of Canada in 2008 
for his contributions to psychology, notably as a founding 
father of clinical and child neuropsychology in Canada, and 
for his pioneering research on nonverbal learning disabili¬ 
ties.

US and European stocks advance 
as Kadhafi end nears 


LONDON (AFP) - Stocks rose 
on Wall Street and in Europe 
on Monday as investors eyed 
a quick return of Libyan oil to 
the market after an imminent 
defeat of Moamer Kadhafi, 
while Asian indices were 
mostly down. 

Fears of fresh recession, 
which recently sent global eq¬ 
uities plunging, persisted how¬ 
ever and analysts said volatile 
trading would eontinue ahead 
of this week’s key economie 
data and meeting of central 
bank ehiefs. 

Gold hit fresh record highs 
close to $1,900 an ounce as in¬ 
vestors sought out safe-haven 
investments. 

The dollar rose to 76.77 
yen from 76.50 yen in New 
York on Friday, when it hit a 
post-Seeond World War low of 
75.95 yen. The euro fell to 


$1.4398 on Monday from 
$1.4398 Friday. 

US stock markets surged at 
the opening, but later pulled 
baek. Nearing midday the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
was up 0.37 percent to 
10,857.98 points. 

The broader S&P 500 was 
down0.16pereentto 1,121.68 
points, while the teeh-heavy 
Nasdaq Composite was nearly 
flat, elimbing 0.07 pereent to 
2,343.40 points. 

Europe’s main stock mar¬ 
kets rallied in late afternoon 
trade, but also saw gains nar¬ 
row and Frankfurt ended with 
a narrow loss. 

Asian stocks closed mostly 
lower on Monday although 
they were not down as sharply 
as last week. Tokyo eontinued 
to drop as the strong yen 
weighed on Japanese ex¬ 


porters. 

Markets were meanwhile 
also looking ahead to German 
investor confidenee data due 
Tuesday and a US growth up¬ 
date and eentral bankers’ meet¬ 
ing on Friday. 

Most European stock mar¬ 
kets rebounded on Monday, 
with London’s FTSE 100 
elimbing 1.08 pereent to 
5,095.3 points. In Paris, the 
CAC 40 rose 1.14 pereent to 
3,051.36 points, while in 
Frankfurt the DAX ended 
down slightly, dipping 0.11 
percent to 5,473.78 points. 

Share priees in oil majors 
were boosted by plunging 
Brent erude priees on the 
prospects of Libyan oil pro¬ 
duction returning to normal 
after a rebel advanee deep into 
Tripoli left Kadhafi close to 
defeat, traders said. 


Sabotage causes Nigeria oil spills, 
production halt; Shell 


LAGOS (AFP) - Sabotage has 
led to six oil spills from one 
Shell pipeline in Nigeria sinee 
the start of the month, the 
company said on Monday, 
while damage to another line 
has eaused a temporary pro- 
duetion halt. 

The six spills have oe- 
curred along the Okordia-Ru- 
muekpe trunk line at Ikarama 
in Bayelsa State in the oil-pro¬ 
ducing Niger Delta region, the 
Anglo-Dutch oil giant said in 
a statement. 

A fire broke out at one of

the spill sites on August 18, 
but it has sinee been put out, 
the company said. 

The spills were caused by 
’’hacksaw cuts by unknown 
persons,” it said. The six leaks 
have been repaired, though an 
activist has said spilled crude 
has not been sufficiently 
eleaned up. 

’’The 33-kilometre line re- 
eeives crude oil from two 
flowstations which were shut 
down as SPDC worked to re¬ 
pair the leaks,” it said. SPDC 
is Shell’s Nigerian joint ven¬ 
ture, the Shell Petroleum De¬ 
velopment Company. 

In a separate incident on 
Sunday, ’’another three hack¬ 
saw cuts were reported on the 
nearby Adibawa delivery line. 
SPDC is mobilising to repair 
this line and production is 
shut-in.” 

”We are eoneerned by the 
inereasing cases of sabotage at 
Ikarama and appeal to those 
eausing these incidents to stop 
for the sake of the environ¬ 
ment, their personal safety and 
well-being of the communi¬ 
ties,” Shell viee president 
Tony Attah said in the state¬ 


ment. 

Pipeline damage and asso¬ 
ciated spills are common in the 
Niger Delta region as a result 
of oil theft to feed the lucrative 
black market. 

Militants claiming to be 
fighting for a fairer distribu¬ 
tion of oil revenue have also 
regularly blown up pipelines, 
though such attacks have de¬ 
creased sinee a 2009 amnesty 
deal. 

Shell said in the statement 
that more than 75 pereent of 
all oil spills and more than 70 
percent of oil spilled from its 
Nigerian joint venture faeili- 
ties in the Niger Delta from 
2006-2010 were caused by 
sabotage and crude theft. 

Aetivists say oil firms such 
as Shell have not done enough 
to prevent sueh ineidents. 

A UN report earlier this 
month said deeades of oil pol¬ 
lution in the Ogoniland area of 
the Niger Delta, loeated in 
neighbouring Rivers state, 
may require the world’s largest 
ever eleanup. 

Nigeria is Afriea’s largest 
oil produeer and the eonti- 
nent’s most populous nation.

Venezuela poised 
to repatriate $11 bn 
gold reserves 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela is going to repatri¬ 
ate its gold reserves held over¬ 
seas ”as soon as possible” but 
has not yet set a date for the 
operation, the president of the 
Central Bank of Venezuela 
said. 

Nelson Merentes, the bank 
president, said late Sunday 
that the gold bullion would be 
brought back to Venezuela by 
air under ”a very strict inter¬ 
national protocol.” 

”We are going to transport 
the reserves as soon as possi¬ 
ble. I cannot give a date yet 
because we are in the middle 
of putting the process in 
place,” he said. 

Venezuela’s President 


Hugo Chavez last week an¬ 
nounced plans to repatriate the 
211.35 tons of gold the coun¬ 
try has abroad. It is worth an 
estimated $ 11 billion. 

About 80 percent of the re¬ 
serves are held in Britain, 
principally in the coffers of 
the Bank of England. 

’’The objectives are clear: 
repatriate the gold and protect 
other assets,” Merentes said. 

Chavez has also declared 
his intention to recover some 
$6.2 billion in liquid assets or 
tradeable bonds held by 
Swiss, British, French and US 
banks and to transfer them to 
institutions in ’’friendly” coun¬ 
tries, like China, Russia and 
Brazil.

25 years on, 'Graceland' reigns as world music pioneer 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - If 
every generation throws a 
hero up the pop charts, Paul 
Simon has been twice 
anointed, first as a 1960s folk- 
rock icon, then as world 
music emissary with "Grace- 
land," the landmark album he 
released 25 years ago this 
month. 


Stung by a second failed 
marriage and looking for a 
way to boost his flagging ca¬ 
reer, the singer-songwriter 
holed up at home on Long Is¬ 
land and was contemplating a 
new direction when a friend 
gave him a tape of South 
African "township jive". 

A smitten Simon ventured 


to South Africa to catch up 
with the musicians, spending 
weeks recording with them as 
a global movement gelled 
against the racial segregation 
system known as apartheid. 

Then in August, 1986 he 
stunned the world with what 
is universally considered his 
solo masterpiece: 11 eclectic 
tracks of autobiographical

pop, soulful American R&B, 
Louisiana zydeco and Chi- 
cano rock layered with gor¬ 
geous African rhythms and 
harmonies that catapulted him 
back into the limelight. 

It became the soundtrack 
to the lives of countless 
Americans and Europeans, 
selling 14 million copies, 
winning album of the year 
and song of the year Grammy 
Awards, turning acapella 
South African group Lady¬ 
smith Black Mambazo into 
superstars and bringing 
African music in general to a 
wider world. 


It pre-dated today's musi¬ 
cal mash-ups, and with the 
album coming as it did at the 
dawn of compact discs, and 
on the cusp of the mobile 
phone and Internet revolu¬ 
tions, its opening track "The 
Boy in the Bubble" foretold 
the future with its hi-tech im¬ 
agery. 

Simon, who turns 70 in 
October, is among just a 
handful of artists to make hit 
records in seven decades, 
from the late 1950s with 
friend Art Garfunkel to this 
year's album "So Beautiful or 
So What."

LONDON (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional Cricket Council (ICC) 
chief executive Haroon Lor- 
gat saluted a "clinical" Eng¬ 
land after presenting captain 
Andrew Strauss with the 
global governing body's 
mace for the world's top Test 
side following the hosts' 4-0 
rout of India. 

England underlined their 
newly-acquired status at the 
top of the ICC's Test rankings 
with an innings and eight-run 
win over former number one 
team India at The Oval here 
on Monday. 

"I know England were de¬ 
termined to be number-one 
and through careful planning 
and a series of clinical per¬ 
formances, they have de¬ 
servedly achieved their goal," 
Lorgat said after the conclu¬ 
sion of the fourth and final 
Test. 

"They were clearly the 
most consistent side in the 
world over the past few years 
as evidenced by their deter¬ 
mination to complete their 
series victory here at The 
Oval," the South African 
added. 

"This achievement is just 
reward for the hard work 
from all the players and team 
management and the England 
and Wales Cricket Board and 
they no doubt will celebrate 
being on top of the world. 

"It was a privilege to be 
here at The Oval to join a full 
house to watch another rivet¬ 
ing day of Test match 
cricket." 

Strauss added: "We are de¬ 
lighted to be number one in 
the Reliance ICC Test Rank¬ 
ings and to have achieved 


that position with such a 
comprehensive series suc¬ 
cess. This has been a real 
team effort and everyone of 
the players, management and 
back up staff deserve great 
credit. 

"Becoming number one in 
the world was our stated am¬ 
bition two and a half years 
ago and even though we have 
achieved that objective we 
will continue to look to build 
on this success.’ 

England are only the 
fourth team after Australia, 
South Africa and India to 
achieve the number-one posi¬ 
tion in the Test rankings 
table. 

They had already secured 
top spot after taking an un¬ 
beatable 3-0 lead with an in¬ 
nings and 242 run victory 
against India in the third Test 
at Edgbaston. 

But victory at The Oval 
extended their advantage and 
also dropped India into third 
place on 117 ratings points.

Malinga sets hat-trick record 
as Sri Lanka win 


COLOMBO (AFP) - Fast 
bowler Lasith Malinga took a 
record third hat-trick as Sri 
Lanka secured a consolation 
four-wicket victory over Aus¬ 
tralia in the fifth and final 
one-day international on 
Monday. 

Malinga removed Mitchell 
Johnson, John Hastings and 
Xavier Doherty to become 
the first bowler to take three 
hat-tricks in one-dayers as Sri 
Lanka dismissed Australia 
for 211 before achieving the 
target with three overs to 
spare. 

Paceman James Pattinson 
and left-arm spinner Doherty 
bagged two wickets each for 
Australia, who clinched the 
series 3-2. 

"We performed well today 
and the bowlers put in a fan¬ 
tastic effort," said Sri Lanka 
captain Tillakaratne Dilshan. 

"The middle order then 
did the job for us. Chamara 
Silva batted really well and 
his partnership with (Mahela) 
Jayawardene set up the win." 

Australia, who had an un¬ 
beatable 3-1 lead before the 
match, were comfortably 
placed at 210-5 before losing 
their last five wickets for just 
one run, with Malinga doing 
the maximum damage to fin¬ 
ish with 3-35 off eight overs. 

Man-of-the-match Ma¬ 


linga, known for bowling ac¬ 
curate yorkers with a slinging 
action, had previously taken 
hat-tricks in two World Cups 
— against South Africa in 
2007 and Kenya in 2011. 

Sri Lanka's batsmen stut¬ 
tered to 33-3 at the start of 
their innings with Pattinson 
taking two wickets in his 
opening spell, but Jayawar¬ 
dene (71) and Silva (63) put 
on 111 for the fourth wicket 
to prop up the innings. 

Silva, who hit one six and 
eight fours in his 71-ball 
knock, was dismissed just be¬ 
fore rain stopped play but 
Jayawardene and Angelo 
Mathews (26) ensured win 
when the game resumed with 
a 51-run stand for the fifth 
wicket. 

Malinga was earlier su¬ 
perbly supported by unortho¬ 
dox spinner Ajantha Mendis 
(3-49) and seamer Shaminda 
Eranga (2-45). 

"It was disappointing how 
today went, but there is still a 
long way to go," said Aus¬ 
tralia skipper Michael Clarke, 
who was named man of the 
series.

Colombians 
confirm coach 
quitting after 
assauit 

BOGOTA (AFP) - The 
Colombian Football Feder¬ 
ation on Monday confirmed 
coach Heman Dario Gomez 
was quitting his post amid a 
furore sparked by his hitting 
a woman who insulted him 
in a bar. 

Gomez had already of¬ 
fered to resign on August 9 
after reports emerged of his 
striking a woman outside a 
bar but several players 
urged him to reconsider, 
criticising his behaviour 
while offering their support 
in an open letter. 

A Federation statement in¬ 
dicated that Gomez was "ir¬ 
revocably" confirming his 
initial decision to stand down. 

After news of his con¬ 
tretemps with his critic first 
emerged Gomez said he felt 
"mortified" and offered a pro¬ 
fuse apology for his assault. 

He added his action 
"shames me in front of my 
mother, my wife and every 
single woman in my family 
and in my country." 

Players offered support 
and said they were ready to 
act as "standard bearers for 
the cause of non-violence 
against women. 

Gomez, who in the past 
month had been working as 
an observer for FIFA at the 
under-20 World Cup in his 
homeland, led Colombia to 
the quarter-finals of the re¬ 
cent Copa America, where 
they lost to Peru, and also 
took Ecuador to the World 
Cup finals for the first time 
in their history in 2002. 



Real-Barca tension threatens 
Spain squad 
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MADRID (AFP) - Hostility 
that boiled over on-pitch be¬ 
tween Real Madrid and

It was the latest eruption 
in recent seasons of tense re¬ 
lations between the historic 
rivals, whose players formed 
the bulk of Spain's winning 
team at the World Cup in 
South Africa last year.

Spanish players 
extend strike 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
league footballers will extend 
their strike over pay to the 
second day of the new season 
next weekend, the players' 
professional association said 
Monday. 

"The strike will continue 
for the second day of the sea¬ 
son," Luis Gil, spokesman for 
the Association of Spanish 
Footballers (AFE), said after 
the latest negotiations at the 
AFE's headquarters. 

Spain's top football clubs 
had been meeting with players 
to prevent the strike spreading 
to a second match day in the 
lucrative Primera Liga. 

Players in the first and 
second divisions — including 
stars such as Lionel Messi 
and Cristiano Ronaldo — 


went on strike on the first 
match day Saturday and de¬ 
layed the season start for the 
first time in 27 years. 

The AFE is demanding a 
wage guarantee and that 
players be allowed to break 
their contracts if they are not 
paid for three consecutive 
months, a proposal rejected 
by the league. 

According to the AFE, 200 
players in the top two divi¬ 
sions have not been fiilly paid 
by cash-strapped clubs, some 
in bankruptcy protection, and 
are owed a total of about 50 
million euros ($72 million). 

It is not clear if the league 
will try to squeeze missed 
matches into an already 
packed schedule or just scrap 
them. 


LONDON (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods has fallen further in 
the latest golf world rankings 
and is now down in 35th 
place. 

Woods ended three 
months of inactivity due to 
injury earlier this month but 
he failed to make the cut at 
the year's final major, the 
USPGA Championship, and 
has also failed to qualify for 
the FedEx Cup playoffs.
